MR. DAVID C. GRAY — Principal of Richmond Union High School 


After completing his education at the Universities of California and Stanford, Mr. 
David C. Gray was first employed as a teacher in the Commercial Department of the 
Richmond Union High School on July 1, 1927. Four years later he was elevated to the 
position of Dean of Boys. However, for a man of Mr. Gray’s ability, one position was 
not enough. In 1933 he became Chairman of the Commercial Department and still 
served as Dean of Boys. 


Ten years after Mr. Gray was first employed at Richmond High School, he attained 


the office of Vice-Principal and remained Chairman of the Commercial Department. 

On July 1, 1943, Mr. Gray became Principal of Richmond Union High School. 
Since this time Mr. Gray has been fulfilling his outstanding capacities in dealing with 
the difficult problems of the war and post-war periods.

surplus in Ontario, California, and was flown up here by an army pilot. The instructor, Mr. Paul Dillworth, studied at the Burbank 
and Los Angeles trade schools, worked for Lockheed Aircraft and Douglas Aircraft, and served four years in Naval Aviation. He 
s taught aviation in Alameda to Naval trainees. 

The students here are learning riveting with air guns, hand forming, aircraft tinplate layouts (which involves some trigonometry) , 
emergency repairs and aircraft assembly. The class is finding out the exactness and accuracy required in the aircraft field as well 
as skills usable in any trade. Some boys will go to work in the aircraft plants and others will continue in advanced schools for further 
training.

In their first home game the Oilers lost to the El Cerrito Gauchos by a score of 9 to 7. In the fourth game of the season the Rich- 
mond nine downed the Acalanes Dons 2-0 on the local field. Red Stanford took the pitching honors for the Oilers and allowed the 
Dons only two hits in seven innings, while he struck out eleven batters. In scoring, Walt Pocekay led off with a double and reached 
home to score the first run. The Oilers added their final run in the sixth inning on an error, a walk and two singles by Stanford and 
Perasso. 


On March 18 the Oilers invited the St. Mary’s Panthers over and after a close game, the Richmond squad dropped a 3 to 2 decision 
to the Panthers. On the mound was Echols Ford, who except for two streaks of wildness, held the Panthers to one hit and struck out 
5 batters. Gene Valenti scored the first run for the Oilers. He drew a walk and was brought in by Al Banducci. Richmond scored its 
second and final run in the fifth on a single by Valenti. 


On March 21 for the second time this season the Mission Bears gave the Oilers a going over and then left on the long end of a 
13-2 score. The Bears gave the Richmond boys something to think about when they chalked up 13 runs on 11 hits. Red Stanford. 
Oiler moundsman, was put in a tough position in the first inning as the Oilers loaded the bags with three successive errors. The next 
man up uncorked a triple to clean the bags and win the ball game for Mission. 

On their next return match with Vallejo, Richmond lost a 2-1 decision on the Vallejo diamond. With the score tied 1-1 in the 


seventh, MacCardy of Vallejo caught hold of a triple and crossed the plate minutes later on a sacrifice hit. The Richmond squad 
out hit the Apaches 5 to 3 but they left seven runners stranded on base. 


On April 8 the Oilers marked up another win when they came back to take a game from the St. Mary’s Panthers, 8 to 9. Red 
Stanford, again taking the pitching honors, allowed 9 hits while striking out 10 batters. Walt Pocekay led the batting parade with 2 
hits in 2 trips to the plate. 

On April 9th the Oilers avenged their former defeat by nosing out the El Cerrito Gauchos by a score of 8-4. Echols Ford, Oiler 
pitcher, held the Gauchos to 4 hits and he struck out 5. 


In the annual game on April 11th the Alumni team belted the Oilers 8-3. Gene Stang, Oiler pitcher, matched pitch for pitch 
with Ted Silvery of the Alumni for five innings. In the seventh inning Gene Valenti banged out a triple with two men on base. Jack 
Mayers took top honors in the batting department with two solid hits in three tries. 


In their first league game of the season the Oilers dropped a highly disputed game to the Alameda Hornets, 5-4. Red Stanford. 
pitching for the Oilers, walked Brown of Alameda. The next man to bat had 2 balls and 2 strikes. The umpire called ball 4 on the next 
pitch. The entire Oiler squad protested to no avail. Both the Richmond and the Alameda coaches agree that the umpire’s negligence 
won the ball game for Alameda. 

The Oilers next nosed out the Berkeley Yellowjackets, 4-3, to win their first league game. Al Banducci pitched for six innings 
and allowed three runs and 5 hits. Jack Mayers scored the winning run for Richmond in the sixth inning. Echols Ford relieved Ban- 
ducci with the bases loaded and two outs. In the batting department Mayers and Banducci led the field with two hits while Posekay 
and Alameda each picked up one. 

In the next encounter the Richmond boys defeated the El Cerrito ball players, 6-2. Gene Stang, Richmond’s sophomore pitcher, 
limited the Gauchos to only two hits in five and one-third innings. 


On April 25 the Hayward Farmers handed the Oilers their first shutout of the season. The Farmers took a 4-0 decision and put

The league leading Berkeley Yellowjackets downed the Oilers 2-1 on the Berkeley “sand-pile” on May 6, 1947. Gene Stang, Oiler 
moundsman, dropped his first league tilt in four tries. The score was tied 1-1 at the end of the seventh so an extra inning was played 
with Berkeley scoring the winning run. 

On May 8, El Cerrito overcame the Oilers by a 4-3 score. Allowing only two infield hits, Bob Kinnard, El Cerrito pitcher, slow- 
balled the Oilers to defeat. 

The Oilers played their first game with Albany on the local diamond on May.16. Winning this game by a score of 12-5, Richmond 
placed fourth in A.C.A.L. competition.

Track season started with a bang for the Richmond cindermen 
when they outclassed the Tamalpias team to the tune of a 70-43 
victory in the first duel meet of the year on March 7. Richmond 
allowed the visitors only four first places. The outstanding per- 
formance of the afternoon was by Jack Kirpatrick in the mile 
which he ran in 4:49.8. 


On March 14 Richmond traveled to Piedmont to meet the 
Highlanders and returned on the long end of a 78-35 score. The 
Oilers allowed their opponents only three first places and again 
swept the mile and the half mile. Kirkpatrick cut his time in the 
mile to 4:45.6 and Rayce Mason was again high point man with 
11% points. 


The Richmond Varsity played host to the defending champions 
of the A.C.A.L., the Alameda Hornets, on March 21 on the local 
oval. The Hornets turned out to be a weak team this season and 
allowed the Oilers to walk away with 10 of the possible 13 first 
places. Score, Richmond 77%; Alameda 3514. Rayce Mason 
provided the thrill of the day by taking the baton yards behind 
in the anchor lap of the 880-yard relay and putting on the steam 
in the last 50 yards to win by a hair’s breadth. 

The next meet was with El Cerrito which Richmond downed 
with no trouble at all. The Oilers permitted the cindermen from 
El] Cerrito only 2 first places and walked away with a 91-22 
victory. Jack Kirkpatrick ran a 4:39.1 mile to break the previous 
record of 4:40.6 set by Paul Mello in 1942. 

The track teams added another dual win to Richmond’s string 
of victories when the Oilers met the Vallejo Bulldogs on the local 
oval and sent the beaten Bulldogs home on the short end of a 
63-50 score. 

Lowell High Tracksters from San Francisco handed the Rich- 
mond Oilers their first defeat in dual competition in three and 
one-half years when they took a close meet by winning the 880- 
yard relay. The score was 59-54, Making a quick recovery from 
this defeat, the Oilers came out on the right end of a 62-50 win 


over the Berkeley Yellowjackets. Charles Hokanson won his 


usual 10 points in the Discus and shot put to be the top scorer 
of the day for Richmond. 


In the final dual meet of the year the Richmond Oilers defeated 
the Hayward Farmers by a rather lopsided score of 7644 to 36%.
